smuggling into Norway, in violation 
of the prohibition laws, has increased 
recently at such a rapid rate that 
governent officials are finding the 
work of suppression most difficult 
Smuggling on a large scale to .go­ 
ing on all along the coast, the thou­ 
sands of island and fjords furnishing 
ideal hiding places 
and 
operating 
bases for the illegal traffic. The ef 
forts of the sm ugglers seem to bd 
concentrated about the inlet of the 
Christiama-fjord, and here is estab­ 
lished a real market place at the out 
skirts of the three-mile limit, swarm 
ing with German and Danish liquor 
smuggling vessels 
A Norwegian law now allows rev­ 
enue officials to search and bring in 
auspicious vessels as far out as ten 
miles from the coast. 
This exten­ 
sion of the control district, however, 
has served only to increase the .dif­ 
ficult work of the officials- 
So far other nations have not of­ 
ficially accepted the 
extension 
of 
Norway’s w ater control to the ten- 
mile limit, and opponents of the tow 
point out that international compli­ 
cations could easily arise should a 
foreign boat be seized and forcibly 
brought fast* a Norwegian p o rt 
Hundreds of thousands of gallons 
of alcohol and whiskey 
find J their 
way into the country, and only a 
very small percentage to being seised. 
smugglers JiaYe a thoroughly or­ 
ganized business, but use high pow­ 
er ?d motor boats to bring the goods 
from the storage ships anchored out­ 
side Norwegian waters. 
Submarine 
chasers obtained from the German 
Navy are ideal for the work of tb$ 
smugglers. 
These boats are equip­ 
ped with radio and smoke screen ap­ 
paratus. They are in constant wire­ 
less communication with the shore, 
and afe thus able to choose the right 
moment for a dash to the beach.
